The propo Uiou aft'eeting Uusloma du^ 
ties, brought before the Legislaiivo Coun- 
cil by the senior member for tlio city, is 
one that deserves the earnest coiisidora- 
tion of the iobabitants of the Colony. 
That exertions should be put forth to 
make Anioiican progress in the ncighbor- 
iog States and Territories condace to the 
prosperity of British Colombia, all will 
admit; aod that the presence in our mar- 
ket of fall stocks of Buropeau goods of a 
better qaaliiy and at a less price than 
A'mericao goods, will assist the attaioment 
of that end, none will dispute; for as new 
towns spring up on the shores of 
Pi get Sound in connection with the Amo 
rican railwuy Rvsteui now in progress, ii 
will bo a question whether we shall sup- 
ply their inhabitaots with goods or they 
oars. If we are to do so, radical changes 
ID our tariff and commercial sysieins must 
bo made. The idea seems to l)o Unit dry 
goods, and perhaps sorao otlicr descripo 
tions, shonld be admitted either free or at 
a very low rate of duty, and being so, no 
duty would require to be refunded u|)on 
their exportation, whether out of bond or 
from the sliop. It seems to be believed 
that the inconvenience conncfted with 
boodiog enhances the value of all goods 
more than five per cent., whilst if they 
were ia the shop maeh of this inconve- 
nience would be done away with; and as 
merchants would bs onubled to e.xpo.^c 
their stocks freely, or break bulk to suit 
the requirenients of cu.stomerB, iimre nu- 
tnorous sales would take place, and there 
woold be neither ioterfereDce by the Cus- 
toms aothorilies nor the abiurd restric- 
tions of certificates or bonds. ]n fact, 
that trode should bo uuirainnieled and 
free in certaiu articles not .'specified, but 
which would appear to be all of European 
prodoction. It is claimed that under 
Each a system there would be little or no 
loss to the revenue. The additional sales 
of goods, incli'ding those that ar'^ now 
taken oot of bond, coupled with the profit 
Government would make by the con- 
sumption of those who might come to 
purchase, would more than conntorbiil- 
ance a dreaded falling off in tlio revenue. 
It was, however, well argued tliat the 
welfare of the Colony must bo first con- 
sidered; and if such a mensuru shouM bo 
thought beneficial, thcu it would only 
be a qnestion, if any loss ensued, 
bow that loss shnnld be made up. 
Doctor Helrockeo urged that trade should 
be as free as possible ; but he admitted 
that to havo recourse to the old system 
of Free Trade would bo impossible, 
because Free Trade to bo of any value 
most not be dependent npoD the whim 
electors, for if so dependent it would 
always be liabln to be changed, because 
the members from Districts that favored 
protectiou would always outnumber those 
irora mercantile communities ; and al- 
though the people of tlio interior might 
perhaps now be in favor of Free Trade, 
Btill when they bcpnn to raise a snrplus of 
productions and required to send them to 
the coast for a mnrket they would bo just 
as anxious for duties as anyone else, an I 
perhaps more oo, because the duties impos 
ed open foreign agricultural productions 
would enable them to bear the cnsi ol 
Bending their own produciious to the 
coast and still realize a profit A<;iuu it 
was nrged that general Free Trade could 
Dot be had unless the avna amuuut of 
reveooa could be raised by any other 
means, and if raised by direct taxation 
thut it would lead to so much dissaiisfac- 
tion as lo n'timately compel the reimposi- 
tion of Customs Duties and the suspcMision 
of Free Trade. Wo confens tlierc is good 
reason for coinciding with this oniaion, 
and, moreover, we aie of opinioa that oo 
neceshity exists for Free Trade in articles 
W- can produce ; but in articles that must 
be imported, the Colotiy would prufii by 
a reduction of duties, and whilst tlie 
m' rcantile couimuni ies would lie cousiiin- 
ing dutiable articles, the proijuction of 
the eolony, there could reasunubly bo no 
OppO'^ition to their enjoying a modicum of 
Free Trade, pariieulariy when by so doing 
the town would grow aiiri the markets for 
Co'onial productions become consequently 
greater. If a small additional tax were 
required it would not bo at all unfair 
to aalc ib')Be whose interosts would bo 
protected to oontribato their quota to 
protect their beet customers — ilio lonr- 
cantilo community — thai proieclion 
boitig perfect freedom of trade in 
many articles upon which duties are 
aow imposed. There is no intention 
of iDflioling injury upon naxcent iow 
terests bat town and ooantry nhoaid 
work together for motaal benefit 'ero 
we can look for any msirked improve- 
ment. The proposition is worlfiy the 
most earncHt eonsidoriiliun of ihu Gov^ 
srnmont and tbo public. \Vu liopu for 
and anxiously await the aasenti ot bin 
BxJellenoy the Governor to thj 
Drawbacks Bill, bolioving that its el- 
foot will bo botioficial, and will go a 
long way toward removing much of 
the diBsatisfuciion that now ariso-i 
from the restriolionp placed upon trade, 
Wilb tbe Drawbacks system in opora<. 
tioh and Oastoms' Dotiea not exceeding 
five per cont. on tnost articles, there 
would be no fear of a sacoessfui rival 
to Victoria growing up on Pugei 
Sound. On tlio conirary, every aJdi - 
tion to the population of the uUjoiuing 
territory woald only inoruaso tbe num- 
ber of our oasiomerd and add to our 
importanoe and wealth, Should a wisu 
and liberal policy ho pur.^uod by iliirt 
Govornmeni wiili regard ijiliu Dmwf 
baokn' Bill and Custoiu.s DiuinH, wo 
Unticipato tbo greULeat poasiblo lenefit 
to this Colony from tho construction 
of the Ainoriottn railway to Pugot 
Sonnd and a ooustant iiiflax of immix 
grantie io this abores of Pugol Sound.

II 
we do not tryt) prevent such a cataatropbe 
by legislating In liino, the very want ol 
le^ifliiijo will be legislating lor our riTi.h 
or our enemi;s. There is no t inii to be 1 a! 
becaute it will need souk nioutha at l ail 
to make arraogemaijis with ICiiiopean h.m.i 
aod get goods ouc. Uur cdouiiil ship ia at 
sea, forging ahead it is iruu a ii do, but tbe 
goverament mast be oo tbd look out fnr 
every obaDge of wind, and by sfaiitiog huiI 
ia time make it sabservieol to our benefit, 
il not, We shall be taken ohack. Govern- 
meiils unforiunalely is not a wiridwili which 
stiiltM itself to every change ol wind and 
goes on grinding iill tho tune, but the G jv- 
orniimi t lou.m beeomo more or lets like llm 
wiodoill. Tho Goveroment must be deter- 
mioed tu make tbe cooditii nt now arising 
sirva tbe inierestH of this oolony. It can 
do HO, it mu»t do so or ceaso to exi»t. Tfie 
way to make those coining ooodili)oa benc- 
fici 1 lo the col ny ia to take ufT tho dutioa 
upon Kuropoan good^, and that elisa ol 
goods io which wa can trade with our 
ouigbbora and ut the eame tima maintain the 
commerce of our uwn country in oar own 
bunds. He siid again, tiiero ia no need ol 
interlerina; wiih our h ime indnstrius. rhe 
murcaniili! and oilier intorejiB can fluurisb 
logeiher witliout making ono subsjrvieut or 
ruinous to the o'lio.'. Ha need not entar 
i t) every article upoo which ihe duties 
snould be reduced because he wa4 iin« 
deuLog with general p'inciplei only. 
Wliatever ruclmtmrs do tiko place ihu 
whole inhabitnalH ol iho country will receive 
tho ad vai t ige of Huch [.•duciiniia, and in Ih la 
rispettlbey will be the bettor oil. The 
mercantile classes will coosume the protect- 
ed goo: s, the produce of tbe Colony. They 
only iink for them'olves a proleoiion to trad ■, 
thai proiectii ii, free trade iu all such articles 
as urn not produced in the Colony. Wo mun 
try to bupply these lo tho towno up in the 
Sound. Tho Govornment inutit adapt itielf 
to oiruumdtancea, when alteraiiooa aru re- 
quired tbey ronBC be bud— however rapid 
iliuae changes may tread npoo onoh otbei'a 
beols ; necesfity knows no pormaoent law. 
It wi 1 not do to say it cannot bo dune, be- 
cause the revenue will suffer — revenue must 
bo a aeconitary co^i Itraiiju, tho prosperity 
and wellaro of Ihu country the Grst. When 
tho country ii prosperous there will bo no 
difTieultv in rairing autlioioot reveoue.. If by 
a ncceHsitoua change of policy Iofs mu»t ac- 
crue to tho Customs, let thai Lisa bo made 
up by odior taxes or ro'liolioriH ol expuiuli- 
luro, lor it ia better to have a now lax and be 
able 10 pay it Iban lo allow tho present ones 
t) remain and the cuuuiry lo bo ruiuod, for 
wero the country ruinaJ, whence is it to 
deiivo its nweniia? He claimed by this 
kind ol po icy that we would supply tba 
Sound. Revmiue would incruase, tor with 
cheap Eujoijuan gnoiln lor Hule, great num- 
bura of people would come to puiobaee, and 
each and every one of those woald ooatri« 
bute to the reveDae of the Oolooy and pro* 



bably more than maku up for tbo loss, at all 
events iboy would raako tba rosideois able to 
pay. We mast try aod make this ibo 'Paris 

of tho Pacific — at all events lor tbe Sotind; 

lot us have attraciions aud people will come. 
He need not say, too, that i( wo had niuio 
goods (10 hand they uii,'lit be a nt to Siii 
Franci'co whu tho ruiivays are compluud 
to Por lmd and elsewhere. We must try to 
supply them. He did net uican to aay ttiat 
we eball s H more goods io large quautities 
— it will be much more profltablo to sell them 
in small quantities to individuuD. He also 
el'iimed that it would help us not only tJ 
maintain tho Indian trade in our own Col- 
ony, but a's 1 to draw il from tho northern 
c^'remiiiis of ihe conlineiit. Do not under- 
value this Indian trade ; il ii one of the 
greatest importance, and by it tbe Indians 
would contribute lo swiU our osohequer, at 
the aimo lime beoelitting tbemselvej and 
udi iug to t ic welfare of the people of tho 
Colony. He believed, tio, that if wo adopt 
tliii policy, wa stnuld attract iinmigranis ar- 
riving by thoiie ruiUvajs, for nothing can bo 
more atlraotivo to them than to have a Liood 
home market. Let oa have traino, tratTic, 
irollic. VVe can havo it by reinuvi ig hiu- 
dciancos ; it will be our own fault if wo do 
not have it, but we must he wise iu time. 
VVe have done allno^t nil we can for tbe other 
iot'jrosis of the Celoi:y, lot us see now whif-i- 
er wo cannot do HoiiiotliiUi^ for tbe mer- 
cantile cluEj s, atid make all i iterests work 
to'^elticr lot good. It remaiiip, iheo, for tho 
Government to act wi;h wisdom, aud opon 
i'B diitcrmination wi 1 depeud tho advantage 
or ruin ol iho Gi lony from coming changes. 

Hon, Humphreya had much pl iasure in 
s-'conding Iho rts dutioii , as il wan a Hut)joct 
of vast inipiirtauce to the wullare ot 11 ij Col- 
ony, and demanded the soiiuua conaideialioo 
of the Government, 

Hon. Crfluse would havo been bettor sat- 
sTied if tbe boo souior member lor Victuda 
City bad adduoed a few mote reacons, or fur- 
iii^'hed the House wi'b more pariieolirs as to 
iho arerationa bo proposed ; euoh mut'ers 
should bu properly explained. Ho (lion, 
llelcmcken) gave them a long accouot ol 
what WHS loouiiag io the future Irom tbe for- 
mutioo of railways on Iho Soand ; bat Ibes; 
were merely general expressioos— general 
loferoDCaa from wbieh oo data eoulJ be drawn. 
There were already riBolations oo tbe labl-s 
of the House, on Ihe question, and such mat- 
ters required ilacidution, because ail who 
felt interested in lh« suhject would bo bel- 
ter ablij to judge. He (lioL llolnickeii) iiii - 
pliod ilul the Governiiiout stood still whi'e 
ull chisj changes were going on around us ; 
but il be drew bi<i ooneluaioas from that, he. 
( iiuP.CroaBe) wouH not go with him ; but lin 
would go further, tor he conceived that Ibe 
ciiy was '■ulleriiig fir lack of a i-'ree Port, 
hutead of going Iho onliru lengt'. :,,^^hon. 
Helinelten) prddled ab.iu'. wiiti iiidividiijl 
changes — and tie coulJ not help leeliiiy lhai 
KQiiutuiog romaioed beyond wlint he (hon. 
He I mckeo) proposed. He inougi,t tbe germ 
(j| tlie ooram-*ri'i il iolere.ita waa not in resw 
iriction but in conimeriiil freedom. But in 
any ooi.H doratioo of the l<i id lliey mu.-t 
never lose kighl of the credii of tlie Colony, 
henoo ho wuuii like lo knovv what noi." taxes 
th« hon gem leiimn proposed, to re( 1 ice the 
rednc ima he deaircd to make? 11 a own 
iniprefSion waa, that where duliea could be 
reduced biljw tbo rale that made amugglmg 
protiiabl-', it would promote the good ol the 
couolry ; but ibey mOtt deal with things ua 
they arc, with a tir U staring them in the 
face. They mus; also deil with the matter 
with roftronce to revenue; oa, uiilesH thev 
produced the revenue nec.aiary lor ilio coun- 
try, they wore simply hanging the (iovLTiiineut 
OD the horns ol a dilemma, Iha bon gen- 
tleman should show whsreby aoch ultoratioi s 
could be made wiibout injury lo tbe coun- 
try or damage to its ercdii. He believed 
tno conatruciion ol tho railwais adveit'd to 
by the hon (.'en tl fnian , woul I be a gieal ad 
Vdulago to t:iis Colony, btcauai it did net 
signify what eentriis wire Ijrtned for i s re- 
coplion, CO I mere.; ul.vays look rs own 
channel, and would of oeccfsity come here. 
Ha believed tbhttiero were ceitiio tbiogx 
that would benefit raiber than olherwiae, if 
tue duliea were cons ;ierab!y reduced ; but 
ho could ni-t recommend a change in t'le 
tirill at pre..'enl, a conclusion he had conic to 
,.i\er bearing tbe_opiiiioii8 of ttusj iiiti-resied 
onil who knew tbe best; it \vai dangerous 
to aiuko any cbango io tbo tatiQ whoii com- 
merce bad Battled into certain cbaontl', it 
woult d s)rganizc trade. He admnt-id thut 
the hon gentleman did good iu bringing euch 
things forward, but ho would cooler o great- 
er obligation on t'leni did he e.xpl.in bow 
Kucn tliii'.'S could be done wiihout injury to 
the counity. 

Hop. iliiig trus'.fd that ootwith.ilandipg 
the speciuaa argameuti ol tue boc. Attorney 
General aboal the aDsence of specific remedy 
lor what ia adnii'led to be an evil, tbe que^- 
lion B^iould not be permitted to 'nil to the 
ground ; he paja ill. it ira'lo has s tt'ed into 
curiiiiii chaiinelM. t lerelorc loucli it not I The 
principlo ol taxation which shoulii gov(3rn the 
llousa waa tbe exiieiienco which bad oouio 
to us from the Uome Government ; there 
every me.ina had been adopted which would 
remove Ibe traramols from commerce. 
Wliutfver the nyatoiu adopted in relalion to 
a taiill, Ihe prime necesaariea of ii o HhiiuM 
to alwa;'.'* exempt, because t ) t iX food w,in 
to tlx iiidu.'try, whereap, by encouraging n- 
duBiry thoy woull be converiiug ihe sweat ol 
tba brow into a meana ot increasing the 
revenue. Tho Attorney Geoerul complained 
that tho hon. mover of t ie reaol tion only 
dealt io general terms ; he iiiii^lit iis woll any 
thai no general pririfi,jles bIioiiI.1 bo iiilroK 
diieeil into that House. In nliiioii lo our 
credit, wo hud our moral on-iiit to aiHiui'i ; 
we muat afford the means tu t'lu ooloniPts we 
bad invited from all parts of the world, to 
turn their labor and induft y lo account. 
Whore taxoa wore low, weul li alw.iys in- 
ciea-ed ; lixi'd pioperlv liouid bi'ar iIh own 
buiden; it waa bod policy ti lax labor and 
induatiy. 

Hon. B.ill lhoui{ht Ibe rosdution waa a 
little ptema'ure as it was tho advocaoy of the 
aaniU priaciples that induced the House to 
pass tho Drawbacks Bill, which would 
answer all tho purpoH(S,^ lo be attained liy the 
resolution. Ho thought t'le bon. iiioiiiber 
shuuid havo waited tu ace it that Bill waa 
asncnt'jd.tj aa tnat would uUord protection to 
t'le revenue aa woll aa increa^i■lg lorei;ii 
t-ade. If Iho hon. gent'emaa was lending 
towards a free port bo should oome forward 
openly; tho Drawbacka Bill would do good 
t) Violuri i, and bonce to the whole (Jolmy, 
without luja to t 10 revenue, Thoy bad ex- 
poriencod ono period ol grievous taxation, 
wboD the real estate lax exiaied, and it thoy 
reduced tbe revenue lo any great extent they 
would have to rnlnrri lo that obiioxioua tax. 
The lion, guntl 'iiian said llie Government was 
usieep; the (joveniiiieiit bad their duty tu 
porlorni in proleoliiig the rovenno luul loster- 
ing iruJo, but lio did not ihiiik the latt-r 
Hliould bu done at a aod iua losa to ttie 
revenuo. When Iba railway oao^e to Paget 
Sound this would olwaya be tbe market lor 
Eogliib goods, and abips wuuld always oomo 
here for iheic sapplies. Ic would be bettor to 



wait for the expedoiioe derivable from the 
aoiioD of tbe Drawbacks Bi 1 aod ha shoald 
ibetofote oppose tbe resolaiioo. 

Hon. Carrall oppoaed tbe resolotioo as tbo 

rasoluiioD waj only part ol a I'yatem of 
patchwork wnich the hon, mover made a 
speciality. Had ho come out fl it-fooied for 
Free Poit he cuuld have under^lood him , but 
oa tbo matter .itood ho deolioed to eupport 
him. Ho had determined if ever the Colony 
arrived at a autfieient Stale of prosperity to 
ad»i«H eaoh a meat^aro in order to oounteract 
San Praiioisco, which waa abscybing all on 
the Pacific, and cq Hhupe muttera ns to make 
Viotori* tbo depot for the whole raoilic 
coaiil. He did not know what hia conaliiu- 
outi would say, but in two years time, if 
they brought foiwaid a measure lor making 
Victoria a Iree port, ho would risk re-elec- 
tion and go lu for it. Tbe senior member 
for Victoria hud got into a groove oot of 
whieh ho did not seem capable ol moviog, 
but the peoj li wero fick of oonetant cbaogea; 
it waa only whipping the devil rouod a boah. 
Why did be not come out lor Free Poit in a 
atraightforward manner? He did not Ibiok 
it wisB to be always dabbling in what were 
simply half measures as tbey did not meit 
the wants of tbe Colony. All ol them were 
cogri^aot of tbe irsouroes of tbe Colony, 
but tbey were not developed, and be did mt 
think it would bo wi.ie lo suppprt a measure 
which wool I ba good for Victoria at the ex^ 
ponse of all tho real of the Colony. If the 
resolution passed it would only put money in 
Ibo ooffors of Victoria niorchanla at tbe ex- 
ponae of tbe whola Colmy. If tbe difler- 
oneo waa so trivial os tt tid by tbe bon. 
gentlemon,\t would ool beuetit Victoria much, 
hut he conceived lliero was a oovert i lea of 
Free Ji^ort under all this. Lot the gentleman 
comu out and siy, '1 am a Free Porter," in 
a bold and mably aiyle, bol ia the langua<:u 
of Pickwiok there was aometbing mysterious 
about it. 

lion. Trotch — Whatever the opinions of 
the Coonril might be oo tbe subject, tho hooi 
mover of the resoluiiou deeerved thanks for 
die Hu^ges'i ins eoulairied in it, and it would 
be proper lor tbim at I ii ( hoii. I'rulcU'a) ou d 
of tba table to consider the matter mature- 
ly, it was impossible at that late period of 
Ibe seision to do justice to a subject of nuch 
importaooe, bat ha ooald assure them that 
tbe Government was not blind to tbe pubiv 
tion that bad been so ably sketched out.

Hun. 'I'ruleb— Tho Council hud ulroady 
exproesud iheir opiLioua ou Ibu tubject uud 
tho inaiior bad been decided acooruiogly, 
nltliuu"l> Iho Governmoot never had any 
doubt ''upon t^o subject. Thu Municipal 
Council hud no nglit, and never had any 
;igbt, to the contiul of tho I'atk ; but tuo 
flovetixneDt aimpiy desired to put (ha mat- 



ter at rest. There had been no promiso 
cither by word or writing. The Municipal 
Council merely tui.'inlflrprotGil a chiupo in 
t'le incorporation act by wlioh the I'ark 
was icmporatily placed within the oily lim- 
its. IIo thought the Governmeat would 
make much beitsr trusloes than tha Muni- 
oipol Council. He opposed tho resolution 
also on the ground that lie was very doubtful 
whether the Cro vn hsd power to make puch 
a conveyanco.

Tho jurij- 
oicliou ovor the Paik hid only been turned 
osor t3 them for a s'lort tiine, and so d s 
li&ctly waa ibis fait in the .Municipal Uoun 
cil Uiat one member of ihat body had g 't up 
and taid " ho ciJ not know who had control 
of the Park, but he heliovod it was tlie 
Jockey Clul>." lie diil not think tho Muii- 
civiil Corporation had fhoivn theniselvea ca^ 
pa'ilo of such a trust, as they had nevurdone 
anything to beautify the Park. They had it 
io ihoir prsieasion during eigbfeen months 
and >.id net expended a single do l ir upon 
it Ifiey did not oven know thbt it wiig in 
tbtir *)anda. Tha Go"oininout were tha 
proper 'lustees, becausj Instead ol uiving it 
u>vay thiy jutonded to lay out a Bnii.ll st in of 
money on if Noihio^ could be cloaror than 
tbe iuoomtetency ol tho Municipal Cuunci', 
as they miibt see from ibe oondi ion ol Ihe 
fltrceis, whicJi were in a disgraceful comli- 
tion; the fiorcuglilarcs weriMio t'lorouglilares.

arday last a drowoiog caB°, the circumetancca 
attending nbioh are wrapped io mystery IranE 
pircd at Cbiviisban. On Friday evening, 
a man named Clark — a stout, ablebodied 
fellow, well known in tbe district, but, 
wo believe, following the pursuit ol 
a golduiincr when at Oariioo— called a) 
a Boitlet'a boDB3 lo borrow a flour* 
bog, remarkiog that he wislied lo " put 
soraethiug into i'." The settler, little ima- 
gining Iho tragic purpose tha bug was des 
lined to servo, loaned it, und Clark, who ap- 
peared in good humor, walked away, Tho 
nett mnrniog, eaily, some person walking 
on Harris' wharf, observed a pair of boots 
slicking, eolcs-up, out of the water. A closer 
o.\amioatioa revealed tbe fact that tbe boots 
formed part of the apparel of a man, the 
upper partol v. hose body was under water. 
A boat was piooured aad the remains brought 
ashore, when it was found that tho head of 
tho persou waa encased in the ideutical floor- 
bag, Clark had borrowed the opening before. 
Upon reinoring tbo bag, which was tied 
tightly about the neck of deeoaaed, tha ro» 
mains wore recognized as those of Clark. 
Uetwcoo tho bottom ol tho sack and iho 
dead man's bead was found a large atone, 
which had seived aa a weight to aiok tbe 
body head down, A Coroners inquest was 
held by Mr Morley, J. P., but not the fUgbl- 
uvidouoa waa hdduocd to show by what moans 
doceaaad came to his death, and a verdict of 
•' found drowned" was rf luctantly retorned. 
Ic is possible that foul play caused tbe death; 
but the theory generally accepted ia that 
Clark borrowed iho bog to assist him in 
eommitting suicide; that he placed tbo atone 
in the bag, pulled Ihe latter over \i'n head, 
tying it securely about bis neck, and then 
took a ' ' header " into the harbor. The true 
fac'.B of tbo case most ever remain a pro- 
found mystery.
